As the two rulers were leaving the opera 


after midnight, an anarchist threw a bomb 
in the. direction of the royal carriage. Only 
8 few feet ‘saved the two rulers from instant 
and hideous death, 

The projectile struck a soldier belonging 
to the cuirassier escort on the shoulder and 


then fell to the ground and exploded without 


injuring his majesty or the president, who 
continued their drive to the Palais d'Orsay. 
Several soldiers of the escort were thrown 
from their horses and injured, whilst frag- 
ments of the bomb struck a en Oe 
sons in the crowd. 


Dozen Persons Injured. | 

A dozen persons were injured, five. sert- 
ously, The eye of one child was knocked 
out. A number of cavalry horses, forming 
the escort, were killed ormaimed. > 

Late this morning the police reported that 
Paul Carlier, a stenographer of the cham- 
ber of deputies, was among the wounded, 


| having been struck in the groin by the) 


fragment ofabomb. The woman hurt proved 
to be a dressmaker. Her injuries are not 
dangerous. Another woman bad her dress 
torn to ribbone by the force of the explosion, 


Policemen Seriously Wounded. 

The policemen are the most seriously 
wounded. One received a fragment of the 
bomb in the back, while another was serious- 
ly injured in the leg. | 

The opera performance which came so 
near to fatal termination was a gala event. 

King Alfonto and President Loubet had 
been cheered along the entire route to the 
opera by enthusiastic crowds. 

When they entered the building surrounded 
_by a brilliant staff and followed by nearly

_ Performance Without a Hitch.

- Dense Throng Awaits Rulers. 

The space around the opera house was 
cleared for 200 yards, but the avenue was 
packed with a dense‘ throng, which, while 
awaiting the passage of the royal and presi- 
dential parties, admired the charming scene, 
the decorations extending as far as the 
Palais Royal. 

When the king’s carriage passed at a gal- 
lop, followed by others containing the diplo- 
matic corps and the ministers, the crowd 
cheered itself hoarse, shouting “ Long live 
the king!”" and “ Long live the president!’ 

The procession arrived at the end of the 
Avenue de l'Opéra and crossed the Place 
ThéAtre Francais, where were assembled at 


least 1,500 persons in the Rue de Rohan, a*| a. 


short street forming practically a continua- 
tion of Avenue de l’Opéra, right opposite the 


| arched gateway of the Louvre leading to the 


Place Caroussel. 

There, just a few yards before reaching the 
Rue Rivoli, a man sprang forward with his 
arm raised in the air, and before the cordon 
of police could prevent him, without uttering 


| a word, threw a projectile in the direction of

The bomb was thrown with too great force 


| and ‘passed over the royal carriage and 
struck the shoulder of a cuirassier and then 
fell to the ground, where it exploded, frag- 
ments of it striking the horses ef the sol-.

Panic seized the crowd, which surged to | 
and fro. .

capturing a man thought to have thrown 
the explosive others surrounded the car- 
riage containing the king and president. 
The Spanish ruler and Loubet immediately 
alighted. The young king was pale, but 
calm. He and his host inquired after the 
injured. When they reéntered the carriage 
there were loud cries of ‘‘ Long live the king,” 
Long the president.” The carriage 
then proreeded rapidly to the Quai d’Orsay, 
the escort of chasseurs riding as close to it

In 1870,” he said, “‘street cars were 
started in Glasgow. at first there were two 
syndicates, each asking for grants of power 
and in some cases wanting the power for the 
same streets. This condition was impossible, 
of course, and gt last the proposition was 
brought down to one company, for which an 
act’ was passed, but with the condition that 
if the city within a certain time decided to 
undertake the. building of the lines itself it 
should have the power to do so. Even in 
those early days there were men who 
thought wisely. As a matter of fact, the 
city did decide to Lr ear the building of 
m, leasing them to

Now you may inthe reasons | 
which led Glasgow to. take over the !ines. 
from the company and undertake municipal 
operation. The company was paying large 
dividends, but it had allowed the property to 
run down. The cars weredisreputable. The 
men on the cars were not such as should have 
been there. They were uncouth, discourte- 
ous, and unkempt. Strikes were threatened 
and the conditions of service under which the 
‘men worked were bad. Their wages were 
unsatisfactory: 

‘* The people Glasgow began to complain 
because of these conditions. The city under- 
took to bring the company to reason, Mind 
you, there was no thqush sof municipal opera- 
tion at, this time. Th mpany believed 


would not be able to operate street cars it- 
self and therefore was helpless.” - 


Gives Details of Operation. 


Mr. Dalrymple related the methods by 
which the city council managed the operation 
of the lines, telling briefly of the committee 
of twenty-five, which lays down the rules of 
service; fixes the rate of fare and the scdle 
of wages to be paid, and routes the cars. 

“This committee appoints the general 
manager to carry out the details of opera- 
tion,”’ he said, “‘ and reports fits actions to the 


¢ity council, which has the power to review 


them.’

Misconception in Regard to Wages. 


“There is a misconception regarding the 


as the wages you pay, but they are higher 
than the wages our artisans can earn. In 
fact, many artisans throw dp their trade to 
seek employment in the street car service. 
We discourage this. Our men work nine 
hours a day and six days in the week. The. 
people from the south who have trades 
uniofis have come several times asking our 
men to organize unions, but they have re- 
fused. They have said that they want noth- 
ing to do with unions. 

“We are not opposed to unions, but wo 
have asked them what they could imagine 
they could gain from a. union that the citi- 
zens of Glasgow, who are behirid them, would 
not secure for them: We have organized 
friendly societies among them and have en- 
couraged athletics. We believe the more‘we 
give them to think about the less they will be 
inclined toward strikes: 

“Now we are instituting a pension fund, 


and old men in our employment can look 


forward to retirement on a pension. We.

“ Now a word about finances. Our capttal 
account, which includes the amount ex- 
pended for lines, cars, power houses, car 
sheds, and everything—for you must re- 
member that we took nothing over from 
the company when we took the lines—is 
$15,000,000.

“ Wegive notransfers. We could not, with 
our graded fares. We couldabolish all fares 
but the 3 cent fare and not hurt our profits, 
but I do. not beleve transfers can be given | 
with any less than a 5 cent fare. | 
that you give a twenty mile ride for 5 cents, 
That may beso. In Glasgow our people are 
tod busy to spend the time required to ride 
twenty miles, no matter if they can do it for 
5 cents.
